lost 16.000 men killed or wounded. 
Hie Russian loss is placed at 8,000 
men.

Paris, May 24.— The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Matin says: "It 
It persistently rumored that the Vladt- 
Tostok squadron has captured three 
cruisers bought by Japan from Chili." 

Fusan, Korea, May 24. — A company 
of Japanese infantry routed a com- 
pany <;f Cossacks at Sementsu Sun- 
day. The Japanese did not suffer any 
casualties, while native reports say 
that the Russians lost 20 men. The 
Russians arc still at Hsiu Yen, their 
IK sition biius a s( ini ( liclc, with all 
parts about 50 miles distant from 
Feng Wang Cheng. 

St Petersburg, May 24.— The follow- 
ing dispatch, dated May 22, from Gen 
Kuropatkin. has been received by Em- 
peror Nicholas: 

"All is quiet In the direction of the 
Fin-Chou-Ling mountains. 

"It is reported from Siu-Ten that on 
May 21 a Japanese force consisting al- 
together of about one regiment of In- 
fantry and two regiments of cava'rv 
of the guard ajid of the line was ob 
nerved moving on the broad front from 
HaJbalin to Salitzaiputs. 

"During the night of May 20-21, onf 
of our Soonlas, returning from Taku 
Shan to L«ua Miao and Khendou Kan, 
discovered a detachment of Japanese 
infantry bivouacking at Sitkaoutchlnd- 
xa, ten mile* northwest of Taku Shan. 
The Japanese opened fire on our 
troops. 

"There is no chanf<e in the situation 
along the shores of the L.iao Tung pen- 
laanla." 

BATTLESHIP OREL. 



An Explosion en Beard Killed Ten

London, May 24. — The St. Peters- 
burg corres])ondent of the Central 
News Bays: There was an explosion 
Monday on board the battleship Orel, 
at Cronstadt, and that ten stokers 
were killed. The vessel, the corre- 
spondent says, was damaged, and it 
will take weeks to effect repairs. The 
explosion, according to the dispatch, 
was the result of an accumulation of 
gas in the bunkers.

Barbour gave his age as 35 

years. 

"Did you lire that shotr' 

"No."

"No, sir." 

"Do you know who did lire that

"You are entirely innocent?" 
"Yes, sir." 

This was the peroration of the exam- 
ination of Myron Barbour by Attorney 
Shay Just before noon adjoonunent. 
Monday. All during the time that Bar- 
hour was on the stand he smiled at 
the jury and cx-caslonaJly laughed out- 
right. Onee he was cautioned by the 
court to cease arguing to«the Jury and 
to make dktet annwers to auestions.

Wife of the Accused Testified as to the 
Whereabouts of Her Husband.

On the 
morning after the murder he, in com- 
pany with a man named Fisher, and 
.McDonald were in Oosner's scale of- 
fice. They were talking of the murder 
when Cosner camp in.

Mc- 
Donald and Fisher left the office, but 
the former returned in about three 
minutes and said some one down the 
street had told him the victim was 
Sarah Schafer, a schotd teacher.

He said he met McDonald and Fisher 
and told them tliat the woman killed 
was Miss Schafer, and that McDonald 
said he was going back to the scale 
olBce and tell Cosner. Mrs. McDonald, 
wife of the prisoner, testified a<< 
to the whereabouts of herself, her hus- 
band and daughter Jennie, on the aft- 
ernoon and evHiiiag of the murder. 
She said they were a# her mother's 
home until 4:30 in the afternoon. On 
their way home, ^be said, they stop- 
ped at several stores. After their ar- 
rival home her husband went to Dr. 
Smith's, returning home for supper, 
and afiain going out and returning with 
groceries. She said she noticed noth- 
ing unusual in bis manner. 

DROWNED IN A TANK OF OIL.

Port Arthur, Tex., May 24.— William 
Richard, of New York city, and Fred 
Traham, of Ouerydan, La., were acci- 
dentally drowned in a tank of oil at 
the Gulf Refining Co.'s plant Monday. 
Richard, who wa.s working on one of 
the agitators, became dizzy and top- 
pled over. He succeeded in clutching 
a small pipe and swinging to it Tra- 
ham witnessed the accident and went 
to Richard's assistance, but the gas 
overcame him and he fell into the 
tank. Richard was soon rendered un- 
conscious and dropped in.

THE ACT ALMOST UNPRECEDENTED 



At His Own I!o(iuest He Was Also 
Excused From Further Attend- 
anee Upon the Sesstoni. 



A Motion That Bishop Day's Resigna- 
tion Be Accepted Was Adopted 
Without Dieeueslen and By a 
Unanlmoua Vete. 

Los AngeleSk Cal., May 24.— The 
Methodist general conference at the 
opening of its fourth and last week's 

labor found itself confronted with a 
duty almost unprecedented in the his 
tory of the Methodist church, that of 
acting upon the resignation of one of 
its bishops-elect Rot. James R. Day, 
chancellor of the Syracuse university, 
who on last Saturday was chosen as 
the last of the eight liislKip.'^ elcfted ')y 
the present conference, resigned his 
place in the Episcopal board and wa.s 
excused, at his request from further 
attendance upon tho conference. 

The resignation of Bishop-elect Day, 
following closely upon his election aft- 
er a long contest. furni:-hed the sensa- 
tion of the conference. The intention 
of Dr. Day to resign was not known 
to the vast body of delegates, as he 
had confided in only a few intimate 
friends in the matter. Bishop Foss, 
who was tlie presiding ofhcer at Mon 
day morning's session, gave the first 
intimation of what was to follow when 
he asked the conference to hear a pre- 
pared statement by Bishop-elect Day. 
Permission was promptly granted and 
when Bishoi) Day arose and walked to 
the presiding officer's table with a 
written document in his hand, there 
was Instant attention. 

After a brief prefatory atatemeot in 
which he said he waa snro that no 
man would charge him with acting 
from riiiiiives other than ttiosf of an 
honest, conscientious and tlod fearing 
man, he read a lengthy statement con- 
cerning his determination to relinquish 
the oinciai position to which he had 
Just l)een elected. 

In his address Uishop liay salil: "I 
can not conscientiously say tliat 1 be- 
lieve myself 'moved by the holy ghost 
to take upon myself the ofBce and du- 
tiea of bishop,' as our law requires of 
those who are consecrated to that holy 
office and ministry, t)Ut 1 do fed myself 
deeply moved to continue in the work 
of Christian education" 

There was a distinct sensation 
among the delegates when br. Day 
finished reading his reasons for resig- 
nation. Dr. Buckley waa recognized 
and after stating that he had unsuc- 
cessfully end( a\ I'lt'd 111 every way pos- 
sible to ln(ii:i. Hi>h(ip-i-k'<t Day to 
abandon his intention to resign, said 
the conference had a perfect right to 
nullify its act of election. He cited as 
a precedent the case of Bishop-elect 
.Foshua Soles, w hir was ( hos'-n by tlu' 
general conference in ISliO, and who 
resigned before being consecrated. He 
then moved that Bishop Day's resigna- 
tion be accepted and the conference 
adopted the motion without discussion 
and by a unanimous vote. Upon re- 
quest (if I)r Day tlu' <'onf('r( nce then 
excused him from further attendance 
upon the sessions and he will, return 
at once to Syracuse.

The bulletin places the num- 
ber of telegraph companies in the 
country at 21, and gives the total mile- 
age of wires operated as 1.248,602. The 
par value of the authorized stock was 
199,870.21;.'. The stock issued amount- 
ed to $37,552,450. The gross income 
for the year was $28,490,219. The to- 
tal dividends for the year amounted 
to $6,084,919 and the net surplus to 
$2,977,812. The capitalization of the 
Postal Co., which is only $100,000, be 
ing merely nominal, is excluded from 
the total capitalization as given by the 
bulleUn.
